Mayor Woodward declared after the 
hearing that he would produce wit- 
nesses before the investigation to 
prove that Rafter walked up to him in 
the lobby of the Piedmont hotel and 
complained that he could not sell the 
city any fire hose because {t was not 
purchased by competitive bids. 

The most essential evidence brought 
out before the hearing Wednesdayv 
afternoon was that no requisition was 
jJever made for the purchase of fire 
hose. Graham West, chief clerk in the 
comptroller’s office, testified that only 
since 1911 has the city required de- 
partments to make requisition for sup- 
plies. 

Mavor. Woodward reiterated the 
charge in his veto message that the 
aity lost $1,970 in rebates during the 
six years Chief Cummings has been 
at the head of the fire department. 

City Did Not Benefit. 

On the other hand, Chief Cummings 
told the committee that he did not be- 
lieve the ecity ever received any fre- 
bate on hose. He charged that hose 
purchased under the rebate system was 
billed up and then discounted.

state are allowed,to charge .all -the 
way from 20 per cent to 50 per cent 
in excess of the commission's stand- 
ard. The railroad commission of Geor- 
gia was created under an act of the 
legislature passed in 1879, and at that 
time the total railroad mileage in 
Georgia was 2,142 miles, .valued for 
taxation at $9,366,129. The total rail- 
road mileage in, Georgia today under 
the railroad: commission’s jurisdiction 
is 7,166 miles, valued for taxation 
over one hundred millions of dollars. 
During the one-third of a century 
that the railroad commission has been 
in existence and exercising 
tion over the railroads of 
there have heen many. fallures in the 
operating companies, and frequent re- 
celverships; but I do not believe, from 
the records, that it can be truthfulls 
asserted or successfully shown that 
any one of these railroad companies

“In one of my winter visits to the pine 
district in the vicinity of Augusta, Ga., it 
was my very good fortune to meet Patrick 
Walsh, the editor of the 
leading newspaper of 
Augusta. I had long 
known Mr. Walsh as a 
successful journalist 
and a man of broad 
statesmanlike views.” 

So said the late J. D. 
Layng to me on his re- 
turn from a visit he 
made to the pine woods 
near Augusta, Ga., in 
the winter of 1903. 

Mr. Walsh knew 
something of the repu- 
tation Mr. Layng had 
gained during his fifty 
years of service as a 
railway manager. At 
the time of his visit to 
Mr. Walsh he had Edwards. 
just retired from nearly twenty years’ serv- 
ice as vice-president and general manager of 
the West Shore Railroad company. 

“Mr. Walsh received me and the friend 
who accompanied me with something more 
than courtesy... He appeared to be greatly 
pleased with our call upon him. He point- 
ed out to uS some engravings which hung 
upon the wall of his office in the newspaper 
building and he spoke with enthusiasm not 
only of the commercial and agricultural de- 
velopment of the valley of the Savannah 
but also that of the entire state of 
Georgia. 

“In. the course of our conversation Mr. 
Walsh asked me to look out of the window 
of his office across the Savannah river to 
the wonderfully rich alluvial land in South 
Carolina which that river bounds. 

“He said: ‘I never tire of looking across 
the river to those meadows. My imagina- 
tion pictures forth much of the develop- 
ment of the south and particularly the prom- 
inence and prosperity which were the lot 
of a distinguished family of Georgia and 
which originated in those fertile fields. 

““For Mr. Layng,’. he continued, ‘over 
there was located a little workshop in which 
a machine was perfected which was of tre- 
mendous political importance to the south. 
There Eli Whitney perfected his  cotton- 
cleaning machine, or, as it is now Known, 
the cotton gin. What that meant commer- 
cially and politically you can easily judge 
by the fact that the export of cotton from 
the south jumped from a little under $200,- 
000 in 1793 to, I think, about $75,000,000 ten 
or twelve years later. 

‘But what particularly interests me is 
the career of the family which owned those 
lands. It was the Toombs family. This fam- 
ily was distinguished for intellectual ability, 
but from what I have heard it was land 
Whitney's invention changed that con- 
dition. It made enormously profitable those 
lands which are in this present vista.. This 
furnished the Toombs family with the one 
factor which made possible the very bril- 
liant career of Robert Toombs. 

‘I sometimes spend an hour or two look- 
ing over those rich meadows. and thinking 
of what they now mean for the development 
of our nation and the part they really played 
in making possible that most brilliant politi- 
cal career, on the whole, which any son of 
Georgia ever had.’ ”

Spea St. Patrick’s Day. 
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There is no literary shrine in the world 
that is visited by a greater number of people 
than Stratford-on-Avon. No one goes on a 
sight-seeing tour of England without taking 
the trip to pay his respects to the greatest 
literary genius the world has ever seen, if the 
theory of the Baconites ever is disproved 
entirely. There is much to be seen there that 
is, if authentic, quite closely connected w 
the bard. There is the house in which it is 
declared Shakespeare was born. It is now 
national property. It contains the Shakes- 
peare museum, which is full of relics. There 
is also the New Place, where Shakespeare 
died, and the Mary Arden farm. 

The Stratford iconoclasts have thrown 
doubts as to the genuineness of any of these 
places as associated with Shakespeare in the 
degree they are represented to be. Is the 
Anne Hathaway cottage then nothing more 
than a fraud and that not a single genuine 
relic is contained in the Shakespeare museum? 
At least so certain wiseacres would have the 
public now believe. 

No less important a Shakespeare critic 
than Mr. “Halliwell-Phillips, we are told, is 


of the opinion that the probabilities are de- 


cidedly against the so-called cottage ever 
having contained the woman who, at the age 
of twenty-seven, married William  Shakes- 
peare, when the latter was only nineteen. 
Here is a pleasing allusion dissipated at 
once, for those who hereafter visit the spot 
no longer will conjure up the May mornings 
when the Bard of All Time must have gone 
the same round on a courting expedition, 
and probably sat under the eaves with his 
arm around his future bride. 

But what next? The next surprise that 


will be in store for him is the disestablish- 


ment and disendowment of the old farmhouse 
still shown as that in which the poet's 
mother, Mary Arden, lived. Its history now 
is said to be altogether inconsistent with 
the theory that any of the ancestors of the 
Shakespeare stock ever resided there. 

Naturally the people of the little old Enge 
lish market town are resentful over the 
Skepticism. They would be the last people 
in the world to admit the truth of the story 
about Anne Hathaway's cottage or 
Mary Arden’s farm, even when backed up by 
such a competent critic as Mr. Halliwelle 
Phillips. They have hitherto found the fame 
of the Prince ‘of- Poets exceedingly useful to 
their small borough. 

With so much skepticism regarding the 
place at present being notsed abroad, it is 
possible that the time will come when visit- 
ors, instead of seeing the present sign which 
Suides them, they will see. staring them in 
the face the following: “To the reputed cot- 
tage of Anne Hathaway,” and Mary Arden’s 
farm, labeled “the uncertain building.” 

Then suppose that. the Shakespeare 
museum were to meet the same fate, and such 
is not unlikely, for the iconoclast has argued 
that many of the so-called relics are spuri- | 
ous. Of what interest would be the ring that 
the Bard is supposed to have worn, the chair 
and the books that he used, and s0 on? 
Washington Irving described that ancient 
chair many years ago, and is it possible that 
he was imposed upon? The American writer 
draws a picture of how Shakespeare may 
have sat in it when a boy “listening to the 
SOssips and cronies of Stratford, dealing 
forth churchyard tales and legendary anec- 
dotes of the troublesome times of England.” 

Irving remarks that the chair partook 
of the volatile nature of the Santa Casa of 
Lorette, or the Flying Chair of the Arabian 
Enchantress, for “though sold some time ago 
to a northern princess, it has found its way 
back again to the old chimney corner.” 

To doubt Shakespeare's chair means a 
depression in the relic and tourist trade at 
Stratford, and, after all, what does it mat- 
ter if the chair is a modern one, supposing 
every one believes it to be that in which 
Shakespeare sat while he composed “Mac- 
beth?” 

But the ordinary tourist does not ask for 
doubts—he wants certainties. All the places 
of interest in and about Stratford in any way 
connected with Shakespeare no doubt will 
lose all their attractions if the regard for 
historic accuracy is carried to any great 
extreme. But there seems to be about as 
much mystery surrounding his relics as there 
is about his personality and his ability to 
have written the great amount of Hterature

The declination of the present chal- 
lenge, however, it was stated by mem- 
bers, did not necessarily mean that no 
Cup race was in prospect, as the club 
expected an unrestricted challenge for 
the cup from a British gentleman other 
than Str Thomas Lipton. 

The club’s only official statement re- 
lated to the reason for the declination 
of the Lipton challenge, which was 
forwarded by the Royal Ulster Yacht 
club for Sir Thomas.

Approximately 91 per cent of the 
publications affected have filed their 
reports with the postmaster general 
and otherwise have complied with the 
law. The delinquents constitute about 
9 per cent and generally include the 
larger daily newspapers ‘n Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis 
and other cities. The mumber of pub- 
lishers who have not filed thelr re- 
ports due last October is about 180.

Reports that further rains in the 
south might delay planting in some 
sections, and forecasts for further wet 
weather, may have helped to restrict 
offerings, but after the close of Liver- 
pool foreign buying was less in evi- 
dence and prices gradually eased off. 
Wall street houses, which had been 
credited with covering short cotton 
earlier in the week, seemed to be re- 
selling on the decline, and as prices 
worked off offerings became a 
more general, although there was 
change in the general character 
the news.
